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Information 


Subtle inference - readers make inferences by drawing conclusions, making generalizations, and making predictions. A subtle inference is 
one in which the bits of information are not as easily connected. 

Drawing conclusions - a form of inference in which the reader gathers information, considers the general thoughts or ideas that 
emerge from the information, and comes to a decision. The conclusion is generally based on more than one piece of information.
